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DETAILED ACTION 

1. Newly submitted claims 7-17 are directed to an invention that is independent or distinct 
from the invention originally claimed for the following reasons: New claims 7-13, a method of 
manufacturing a semi-solid metallic slurry and new claims 14-17, a system of manufacturing a 
semi-soHd metallic slurry are distinct method and system from the original claimed apparatus in 
claims 1-6. 

Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented 
invention, this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for prosecution 
on the merits. Accordingly, claims 7-17 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a 
non-elected invention. See 37 CFR 1. 142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC§103 

2. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S. C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 

obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 

section 102 of ttiis title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. PatentabiUty shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

3. Claims 1, 3 and 5-6 are rejected under 35 U.S. C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Shibata et al in view of Brinegar et al. 

Shibata et al (col. 8, Hues 27+) teach the claimed apparatus for manufacturing a semi- 
soUd metallic slurry having solid phase ratio in the range 10-60% (col. 9, lines 65+) , con5)rising 
a sleeve 2 having two open ends, through one end the molten metal is loaded into the sleeve; a 
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terqperature control (fluid passage 2b); a stirring unit of electromagnetic field 6 and a shutter 
unit of a removable plunger 5 for closing or opening the other end. Shibata et al fail to teach the 
use of applying an electromagnetic field (EM field) in the sleeve before the completion of 
loading the molten metal to the vessel. 

However, Brinegar et al (col. 3, lines 56+) teach the use of applying EM field before or 
during loading the molten metal to the sleeve (mold) for the purpose of controlling the fine- 
grained equiaxed slurry (casting). It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the 
art to provide Shibata et al the use of applying EM field before loading the molten metal to the 
vessel (mold) as taught by Brinegar et al in order to control the fine-grained equiaxed slurry 
(casting) in the sleeve. 

4. Claim 2 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shibata et al in 
view of Bringar et al and fiirther in view of Doutre et al. 

Shibata et al in view of Bringar et al fail to teach the use of stopper for the shutter imit. 

However, Doutre et al (col. 7, lines 8+ and Figs. 5-6) teach the use of a shutter unit of a 
removable stopper (closure) 56 for closing or opening the other end of the sleeve for the purpose 
of keeping or removing the semi-solid metallic slurry in the sleeve . It would have been obvious 
to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide Shibata et al in view of Bringar et al the use of a 
stopper as taught by Doutre et al in order to effectively control the amount of semi-soUd metallic 
slurry in the sleeve. 

5. Claim 4 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Shibata et al in 
view of Bringar et al and further in view of Nakao et al. 
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Shibata et al in view of Bringar et al fail to teach the use of a pressing unit and a plunger. 
However, Nakao et al (col. 8, lines 58+) teach the use of a plunger 30 as shutter and a 
pressing unit 49 as presser for the purpose of controlling the shape of billet 48 in the sleeve 
(cylinder) 25. It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art to provide 
Shibata et al in view of Bringar et al the use of a pressing unit and a plunger as taught by Nakao 
in order to control the slurry in the sleeve.
